Schools say 'enough is enough' as looked 
after kids numbers reach breaking point 


ISLE head teachers are call¬ 
ing for urgent government 
action to halt the number of 
looked after children being 
'dumped’ on schools across 
the district. 

Some, such as Hartsdown head 
Andy Somers, say the situation has 
reached crisis point and have told 
Kent education bosses they will not 
take any more of the youngsters 
because it is putting local schools 
under too much strain.

Mr Somers, principal of the Thanet 
Heads Group and Hartsdown Tech¬ 
nology College in Margate has told 
Kent County Council’s bosses “enough 
is enough.” 

Statistics show the area is by far the 
highest recipient of vulnerable, needy 
and often deprived youngsters from 
outside Kent and elsewhere in the 
county. Thanet has a total of 108 chil¬ 
dren from outside Kent and 201 from 
within the county. This is much more 
than other districts. 


The Canterbury area has 45 chil¬ 
dren from with Kent and 35 from out 
of area. Meanwhile, schools in 
Sevenoaks in west Kent take just nine 
in each category, while the Ashford 
rural sector has two from within Kent 
and five from outside the county. 

Mr Somers said: “Thanet head 
teachers will not take any more out of 
area looked after children - in effect, 
we refuse to co-operate with KCC in 
placing looked after children.” 

“These are out of area children 
whose corporate parents are not

Housing crisis 
set to hit home 
in near future 


A LEADING charity has 
warned of a housing crisis 
in the South Thanet con¬ 
stituency. 

Shelter, who offer housing advice 
for those in need, have said new MP 
Laura Sandys should expect the 
issue to grow and grow in the next 
few years. 

Because of the financial situation 
many people find themselves in, a 
“huge number” of people are expect¬ 
ed to get into housing difficulties. 

The charity says she will face 
huge numbers of constituents com¬ 
ing to her with housing problems in 
the coming years saying it will be 
one of the “most common” problems 
she will face. 

Ms Sandys, who has been in office 
for a month, says she will be work¬ 
ing closely with the charity to com¬ 
bat the problem head on. 

Struggling 

New research by Shelter shows 
that housing issues are high on the 
agenda because of the recession. 

In a survey of 150 MPs, conducted 
by pollsters ComRes, 72 per cent of 
MPs agreed that housing is one of 
the top three problems raised by 
their constituents, while half the 
MPs surveyed agreed that housing 
is the most common problem that 
constituents seek assistance on. 

Campbell Robb, chief executive of 
Shelter said: “As our research shows, 
housing will be one of the first issues 
new MP Laura Sandys will have to 
get to grips with in her new role. 

“Whether it is a young couple 
struggling to get their foot on the 
ladder, a family trapped in over¬ 
crowded conditions or someone fac- 
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ing eviction from their home, people 
of all backgrounds are in desperate 
need with their housing situation. 

Mr Robb continued: “As well as 
being a vital issue for local people, 
addressing the housing crisis must 
now be an urgent priority for the 
new Government. 

“The Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat party did not prioritise 
tackling the housing crisis during 
their election campaigns and we 
are disappointed the housing min¬ 
ister is no longer in the cabinet. 

“At the same time we are offering 
our expertise and resources to all 
new and existing MPs as they start 
the difficult job of dealing with their 
constituents’ very real housing 
problems on the ground.” 

Ms Sandys said: “There is no 
question that this is a pressing 
issue across the whole country and 
I will be working closely with 
Shelter to help address many of the 
challenges that we have locally. We 
have already had several housing 
issues to deal with over the last few 
years, even before I was elected. 

“While we have few totally home¬ 
less people in Thanet we have many 
in either inappropriate, and or sub¬ 
standard properties. I work very 
closely with the housing department 
at Thanet council who have put a lot 
of work into bringing empty proper¬ 
ties back into the housing stock, 
which is very positive. 

Shelter will write to MP Laura 
Sandys to offer support and advice 
to help deal with the massive influx 
of housing problems constituents 
will be coming to her with.

based in Thanet. They are often 
transferred out of the London bor¬ 
oughs in Kent, causing us consider¬ 
able financial and social problems, as 
well as further undermining our abil¬ 
ity to meet the National Challenge 
benchmark set by the Government. 

“The situation has reached crisis 
point. Neither the schools or social 
services are able to meet the needs of 
such high numbers. Meanwhile we 
note KCC is still advertising for 
more foster carers in Thanet news¬ 
papers. 

Mr Somers said the head teachers 
group “believe KCC does not have 
the authority to stop other authori¬ 
ties from placing children in Thanet 
and that is why we are taking this 
matter into our own hands.” 

Sarah Hohler, KCC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children, families and educa¬ 
tion, said: ‘We share the concerns of 
the head-teachers regarding the high 
number of looked after children in 


Thanet. Some of these children are 
from the east Kent area and will be 
in local foster care. 

“There are also a number of place¬ 
ments from out of county. We are in 
discussions with the London author¬ 
ities about where they place their 
looked after children. It is our belief 
many could be in care closer to their 
home town where they will benefit 
from familiar surroundings and con¬ 
tact with extended family members. 

Pressure 

“Kent and particularly Thanet are 
attractive to other authorities 
because of the standard of children's 
services on offer. This puts pressure 
on services such as schools. We are 
hoping to make rapid progress with 
the London boroughs to resolve this.” 

Mr Somers added that the 
London boroughs receive consider¬ 
ably more finance to run their 
schools and should allocate their 
own money to care for looked after 
children, instead of stretching the 


resources of schools like those in 
Thanet. 

“They see use us a dumping 
ground. It is hugely unfair on the 
children who have little time for 
social readjustment when they are 
uprooted and placed willy-nilly in a 
different setting. These are usually 
very vulnerable children who need a 
lot of care. 

“Fewer looked after children on the 
school role would mean we could 
spend more time and resources on 
them. We’ve enjoyed some fantastic 
results at Hartsdown with looked 
after children but the numbers are at 
breaking point for us to be as effective 
as we know we can be. That is not fair 
to the children or the dedicated pro¬ 
fessionals who work with them.” 

Mr Somers said the Thanet heads 
want the Government to investigate 
the issue and introduce legislation 
that will focus on the individual 
needs of each looked after child to 
ensure the most effective form of 
education and social welfare.

Ramsgate man given life 
term for murdering pal 


A RAMSGATE man has been jailed 
for life after being found guilty of the 
murder of his friend. 

Paul Prendergast, of Margate Road, 
has been told by a judge at Maidstone 
Crown Court he must serve 23 years 
before he is eligible for parole. 

Prendergast denied murdering 
Cathal Hughes, of Mayers Road in 
Deal, in August last year. 

The 34-year-old was found in a bed¬ 
room at Prendergast’s rented home. 
His throat had been cut. 

During the post-mortem examina¬ 
tion, a six-inch blade was retrieved 
from Mr Hughes’s neck. 

At 6.05am on Sunday, August 16 
last year, police received a call from 
Prendergast reporting a murder at 
his Ramsgate address. Mr Hughes 
had been staying there. 

Prendergast initially told police he 
thought Mr Hughes had been killed 


by a group of drug-dealers. That then 
changed to him having acted in self- 
defence. 

Weapons, including knives and a 
machete, were found in a skip and a 
river. Prendergast was arrested and 
later charged with murder. 

Det Insp Kenny Ingram, from Kent 
Police’s Major Crime department 
which investigated the death, said: 
“These were two men who counted 
one another as friends and yet one 
died with horrific injuries at the 
hands of the other, who is now serv¬ 
ing a life sentence. 

“Only Paul Prendergast knows the 
truth about what happened between 
him and Cathal Hughes at that 
moment in time in August last year. 
We are satisfied with today’s result 
at court and hope Mr Hughes’s fami¬ 
ly can now move forward with their 
lives.” 


Fly be route 


THE first Flybe flight from 
Edinburgh touched down in 
Manston last week, before 
fuelling back up and heading 
back with passengers bound 
for the Scottish capital. 

To celebrate, two pipers got out 
onto the tarmac, playing as the first 
passengers from Scotland disem¬ 
barked into the terminal. 

Passenger Elizabeth Newgreen 
from Glasgow said: “I have family in 
Minster so I really support this route. 
It’s excellent and very convenient for 
me to visit my family here.” 

Shortly after the plane landed, 
Flybe and Kent International Airport 
announced that it had teamed up to 
offer a new route to Manchester. 

From September 6, the budget 
operators will run six flights a week 
to the city. 

On Monday to Friday, the planes 
will bring people down, landing at 
10.40am, then flying back at 
11.50am. There will also be flights 
both ways on Sundays. 

The route is scheduled to operate 
until March 26, 2011. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, Thanet coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for regeneration 
and economic development, said: “I 
am thrilled and delighted. There has 
never been any doubt in my mind 
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that the airport will be a success. 
Flybe are an excellent operator and I 
will be flying up to Edinburgh 
myself. It is an excellent tourist des¬ 
tination just like Thanet is. We have 
a full tourism programme in place for 
visitors so we look forward to show¬ 
ing people what there is on offer.” 

Thanet MP’s Roger Gale and Laura 
Sandys were at the airport for the 
announcement. 

Ms Sandys said: “This really opens 
up Thanet. The Manchester link and 
Edinburgh link offer us opportunities 
to expand from a business perspec¬ 
tive. I think this is a great day for 
Manston and a great day for Thanet. 

“To see the passengers land, and to 
have almost a full plane full flying 
back to Edinburgh is very exciting.” 

The flights to Manchester will start 
at £24.99, one way. 

Tom Wilson, chief executive of 
Infratil Airports Europe, the owner 
and operator of Manston, said: 
“Flybe’s decision to add a daily service 
between Manston and Manchester is 
fantastic news and a vote of confi¬ 
dence, not only in the airport and the 
people that work here, but also in 
Kent as a short break destination. 

“The sales for the flights to 
Edinburgh has shown that there is

strong latent demand from across 
Kent for flights from a hassle-free 
regional airport like Manston and 
Flybe’s decision recognises that com¬ 
mercial reality.” 

The chairman of Thanet council’s 
airport working party believes the 
Flybe route to and from Edinburgh 
has started a domino effect for Kent 
International Airport. 

Cllr Mike Harrison said: “This is a 
step in the right direction. I hope the 
link will work both ways and that 
people will come down from Scotland 
and see what we have to offer here in 
Thanet. 

“Flybe are clearly very happy with 
what’s going on at Manston and 
decided to offer a route to 
Manchester. Hopefully that will have 
a domino effect which other opera¬ 
tors able to see what Flybe are doing 
and also be attracted here.”

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The Little Ships that 
achieved big things 

Last week was the 70th anniversary of the 1940 Dunkirk evacuation. 
Reporters Tom Betts and Nick Ames saw celebrations on both 
sides of the Channel to remember the heroes... and the little ships 



THE legend of the Little Ships 
lives on. 

In Ramsgate last week dozens of craft sailed 
into the harbour to re-enact the miraculous res¬ 
cue of thousands upon thousands of Allied troops 
from the beaches of Dunkirk 70 years ago. 

Ships of all shapes and sizes moored up as 
part of the town’s Dynamo Day celebrations on 
Thursday, which attracted thousands of people. 

The event marked the feat of the rescue as 
well as the town’s part in the rescue of some 
358,000 servicemen from Normandy as the 
Nazis made their relentless push to the 
French beaches. 

Tom Tit 

No better example of the Dunkirk spirit 
exists than the story of the vessel Tom Tit. 

The boat made 16 trips back and forth to 
larger carrier vessels during the extraordinary 
evacuation effort. 

It was taken without permission from 
Ramsgate harbour by two young Thanet 
brothers, Ron and Alan Tomlinson, who 
worked for local firm Claxton Shipwrights. 

Their only thought was to help the evacua¬ 
tion and they took off across the Channel with 
not a thought for their own safety. 

The brothers feared they would get in trou¬ 


ble for their efforts and be arrested, but they 
were rightly commended and praised for their 
bravery when they arrived back home. 

The Tom Tit is now under the ownership of 
skipper Trevor Phillips, who believes it may 
have helped rescue up to 500 men and was one 
of the last boats able to rescue troops from a pier 
as the Germans were right at the other end. 

He said: “What they did was a seriously dan¬ 
gerous thing. The boat caught fire twice! These 
lads were determined to do their bit and that’s 
a fantastic achievement on their part.” 

Mr Phillips keeps the boat in first-class 
order and it spends most of its time in the 
Thames near his home in Weybridge, Surrey. 

The Tom Tit, a port-cruiser, was among the 
50 boats that made the crossing to Dunkirk 
last week. 

Many of those who sail the Little Ships say 
they feel more like custodians of pieces of his¬ 


tory than mere boat-owners. 

Tony Famcombe, skipper of the Wanda, a 
motor-cruiser, said: “I’m very proud to be an 
owner of a Dunkirk Little Ship. 

History 

“It’s also something that you are very con¬ 
cerned about. You are the keeper of a piece of 
history and you are passing something on. 

“It’s a responsibility you have. These boats 
die very quickly if they don’t get regular atten¬ 
tion. We have to look after them.” 

Ian Gilbert owns the motor-yacht Papillon, 
which was built in 1930. 

He said: ‘When I had the chance to buy a 
Dunkirk Little Ship, it seemed too good an 
opportunity to miss, but these are pieces of his¬ 
tory and we must remember that and main¬ 
tain them in such a way. 

“This is my third return and every five years 


it becomes more of an occasion - it’s a fabulous 
thing to be involved in. 

“It’s wonderful that Operation Dynamo and 
the sacrifices that were made on the beaches is 
being remembered. It’s going to be a big cele¬ 
bration in France this weekend.” 

Ray Dunstone of the Angele Aline, one of the 
oldest boats to make the intrepid voyage in 
1940, also sailed across. 

He said: “The Angele Aline is thought to 
have saved more than 300 soldiers during the 
Dunkirk rescue, according to records. 

“I bought the Angele in 2007 and it’s tremen¬ 
dous to be a part of these commemorations 
when you think about it. It’s incredible.” 

Hundreds of war veterans turned out for 
Dynamo Day and the town buzzed with people 
as Forces sweetheart Kas sang standards such 
as The White Cliffs of Dover to crowds. 

The poignant atmosphere was also evident

public were invited to meet Little Ships own¬ 
ers and crews where the boats were moored. 

Many, such as Ian Frank from Dover, took 
the chance to board vessels. 

He said: “I wanted to come today to see the 
Little Ships for myself. 

“With it being the 70th anniversary, I 
thought it the ideal time to come down. 

“The skippers of the boats I have talked to 
are all dedicated to keeping them alive and 
working, which is great to see. 

“It’s such an inspiring event and I hope the 
crossing goes well for them tomorrow. 

“Dunkirk was not a military triumph as it 
marked our retreat, but it did show our spirit 
and camaraderie as never before and probably 
never since.” TB

The Dunkirk Spirit is alive and well 


TALES of heroism, miraculous escapes and 
tragedy were all shared by Second World War 
veterans as they paid respects to fallen com¬ 
rades and remembered the events of 70 years 
ago in Dunkirk, last week. 

The anniversary marked the evacuation of 
the French port, codenamed Operation 
Dynamo, which took place between May 26 
and June 4,1940. 

A flotilla of 900 naval and civilian craft was 
sent across the Channel under RAF protec¬ 
tion and managed to rescue 338,226 people. 

During the evacuation, the Luftwaffe 
attacks reduced the town of Dunkirk to rubble 
and destroyed 235 vessels and 106 aircraft. 

At least 5,000 soldiers lost their lives. 

Although the Germans took more than a 
million Allied prisoners in three weeks at a 
cost of 60,000 casualties, the evacuation was 
a major boost to British morale. 

Hundreds of small vessels set sail to bring 
the troops off the beaches after an order was 
issued on BBC Radio to “all owners of self- 
propelled pleasure craft between 30 and 100 
feet in length to send all particulars to the 
Admiralty”. 

The Prime Minister, Winston Churchill, 
described the “miracle of deliverance” from 


Dunkirk and warned of an impending inva¬ 
sion in a moving speech to Parliament on the 
day the last allied soldier arrived home at the 
end of the 10-day operation. 

The ‘Dunkirk Spirit’ has passed into British 
folklore and the originators of that phrase 
remembered proudly the events of early sum¬ 
mer 1940. 

Veterans, along with guests, schoolchildren 
and representatives of the Help for Heroes 
charity arrived in Dunkirk on the Norfolkline 
ship Maersk Dover accompanied by the 
Parachute Regimental Band. 

Many of the remaining Little Ships also 
made the crossing for remembrance cere¬ 
monies in Dunkirk. 

Michael Weller-Bentall, now 89, and with 
family in Ashford, remembers Dunkirk being 
like “Dante’s Inferno”. 

He said: “When we reached the town it was 
on fire. Boats were sunk all along the port. It 
was like something from Dante’s Inferno. 

“But I saw a little boat on the edge of the 
water and it had oars on board. I knew how 
to row so we made it out to a minesweeper.” 

On board the ship the rescued soldiers had 
another slice of luck. 

“A dive bomber dropped its bomb straight 


into our ammunition compartment,” said Mr 
Weller-Bentall who now lives in Canada and 
walked to the beaches of Dunkirk over a peri¬ 
od of days from near Brussels as the British 
Army retreated. 

“If we hadn’t run out we’d have been blown 
to pieces. I knew nothing about it, though. 

“I was asleep and only woke up when we 
reached Sheemess. 

“But if it had gone off I’d have been at the 
bottom of the Channel.” 

George Kemp of the Queen’s Cameron 
Highlanders joined the Army in 1940 after 
seeing footage of the Dunkirk evacuation on 
the cinema news. 

He said: “I knocked two years off my age in 
order to join up. So the Army still thinks I’m 
88 but actually I’m 86. 

“It’s an honour to pay tribute to the men of 
Dunkirk today. 

“It’s great to meet up with some of my for¬ 
mer comrades and it’s also great to see many 
current soldiers giving us so much respect.” 

The ship carrying the veterans left the Port of 
Dover after an address from Lord Lieutenant 
of Kent Allan Willett who praised the courage 
of the men who fought 70 years ago and to the 
sound of the Parachute Regiment band. NA

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Did the local vote demonstrate anything to you? 


Yes. It showed the Canterbury constituen¬ 
cy is less Conservative than people believe. 

If you look at all the Kent constituencies it is 
the second least Conservative. Dover is the 
least Conservative, where the Conservatives 
polled 44 per cent. Canterbury, next, with 44.8 
per cent, and then there are constituencies 
like Dartford with 48.8 per cent, Rochester 
with 49.2 per cent, Sittingboume and Sheppey 
with 50 per cent. They were all held by Labour 
until the election and yet the Conservative 
share of the vote is higher. The split of votes in 
the past has made Canterbury appear more 
Conservative than it really is.

How does this year's result compare with last year's? 


Q 


Why has this happened? 


A I think there are two reasons. One is that 
the Conservatives are not so popular in 
Canterbury for political reasons. Secondly, the 
social character of the constituency is chang¬ 
ing. 

All university seats, which are situated in 
what used to be Conservative strongholds, 
have steadily become more left-wing in their 
voting behaviour. It is not just students of 
course; it is all the things that come with stu¬ 
dents, which includes the teaching staff, the 
young people who come to the city as students 
then stay on to work. 

The Canterbury I knew as a boy was a farm¬ 
ers’ market town. It had a strong Church of 
England and Army presence, unlike the 
vibrant and metropolitan feel it has today. 


A Just look at the seats around Canterbury 
to see what happened to the Conservative 
vote in the last five years. In Faversham it 
went up six per cent, in Ashford it went up 2.7 
per cent, in Folkestone it didn’t go up, I think 
essentially because Michael Howard had a 
strong personal vote. In Dover the 
Conservative share of the vote went up nine 
per cent. In Thanet North it went up 4.7 per 
cent, and in Thanet South the Conservative 
share of the vote went up 6.8 per cent. So, if 
the Conservatives had done in Canterbury as 
they were doing in surrounding constituen¬ 
cies, the vote went up a measly 0.3 per cent. 


Q 


Is it likely to continue changing? 


A Yes. It is built into what has happened 
here. All the Conservative voters in the 
larger, suburban houses are either moving out 
or dying off, to be replaced by younger people 
whose voting habits are less class-bound and 
tend, if they are professional and well-educat¬ 
ed, to be more to the left. This doesn’t mean 
any one party - the Greens do very well in 
cities like this. The Greens did well in the 
European elections here and they won a seat 
in Brighton, a not dissimilar constituency. 


Q 


How has the area changed? 


A When I was a boy Canterbury council, that 
is the historic area of Canterbury city, had 
32 members. There were normally 30,31 or 32 
Conservatives, and one or two Labour. 

Canterbury was so old-fashioned. Now it is a 
much more vibrant and outgoing place. The 
university opened in the late 1970s, Labour 
took control of the old Canterbury area in the 
early 70s, I think 1971. 

Now within the bigger Canterbury district, 
which is all the villages, Whitstable and Heme 
Bay, the historic city of Canterbury is only a 
small part. In Canterbury itself there are 14 
councillors, 11 Liberal, three Conservative and 
no Labour. 


Q 


What does this mean? 


A lt means the Liberals are better placed 
next time. But in the 2005 election there is 
no doubt in Whitstable that Labour was clear¬ 
ly stronger. 

Liberal-minded, green, centre-left voters 
wanted to say who has got the best chance of 
beating the Tories. If they lived in Whitstable 
they chose Labour, if they lived in Canterbury 
itself they chose the Liberal Democrats. 

Hence the tactical vote was split. Now it has 
become clear and that alters the game of poli¬ 
tics in Canterbury very considerably.

Simon Robinson explains why he's defecting from England during the World Cup... 



“DEAR rest of the world, my name is 
Simon Robinson, Fm a 27-year-old 
football-loving journalist from England 
and I would like you to adopt me. 

With the World Cup just nine days away, I’ve 
decided I no longer wish to go through the torment, 
anguish and despondency that come with being an 
ever-optimistic England supporter. 

All I want is for one of the other 31 finalists to take 
me in and accept me as one of their own. 

My only proviso is that you can’t be a certified 
member of England’s ‘perennial underachievers’ 
group. This rules you out Holland and Portugal. 

I’m not necessarily looking for one of the big boys - 
take a bow Brazil, Germany and Spain - to adopt me 
temporarily; this isn’t about winning. 

I’m just sick of seeing England’s world-class team of 
multi-millionaires go out of the competition with a 
whimper, on penalties, in the quarter finals. Again. 

So come on the relative minnows of Mexico, Korea, 
Russia, Slovenia et al. I’m all yours. 

I’ll back anyone, so long as I don’t have to go 
through another international football competition as 
a Three Lions badge-kissing Englishman. 

My first proper taste of that crushing ‘England have 
blown it’ sensation came in Italia ’90. 

England’s bid to win the cup came to a shuddering 
halt in the semi-finals, when those German penalty¬ 


taking machines booted us back to Blighty. 

France 1998 saw Argentina beat us on penalties in 
the first knock-out round. 

Four years later we were undone in the quarter 
finals of the Korea/Japan World Cup when pony¬ 
tailed goalie David Seaman let Brazil’s Ronaldinho 
timid freekick drift over him into the net. 

Then at Germany 2006 it was back to the familiar 
penalty shoot-out heartbreak, this time Portugal took 
their turn to send us home at the quarter-final stage.

Council tenants must 
be given their voice 

Within the next week council 
tenants in Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover and Shepway will be sent 
our plans for improving your 
housing services. 

This newspaper has been kind 
enough to publish a letter from 
me in the past outlining the 
background to these proposals 
which will attempt to take 
council-housing management into 
an arm’s-length management 
organisation (ALMO). 

This will include 18,000 
properties and the consultation 
process involves ‘open days’ (not 
the public meetings I requested) 
in many parts of east Kent. 

There will also be a telephone 
consultation, which again will be 
very limited. 

Tenants in all areas need to be 
satisfied they have ample 
opportunity to ask questions and 
the Millmead estate in Margate, 
with a large housing stock, 
certainly needs more than one 
designated open day. 

I have also drawn attention to the 
fact there are no open days for 
Westgate and that this must be 
rectified. 


Tenants and the wider public 
should have a written agreement 
that this is not the first step in 
privatising council housing, which 
has long been the preferred option 
of many Conservatives, no doubt 
emboldened by having a foot in 
Downing Street. 

The Labour group at Thanet 
council has consistently demanded 
a ballot of all tenants. The only 
concession has been to hold one if 
required after the open days and 
telephone canvassing. 

We cannot see how any council 
can properly ascertain all of our 
tenants’ views through this 
haphazard system.

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Protecting rare heron's purple patch 


When a pair of purple herons began nesting at Dungeness, bird 
watchers feared the nest would become a target for egg collectors. 
The chicks are due to hatch within days after one of the biggest 
security operations ever by the RSPB. 

DAVE MA1RS spoke to those who tasked themselves with 
protecting the herons. 


THE operation to protect the 
country's only breeding pair of purple 
herons has so far proved successful, 
with their eggs expected to hatch 
within the next few days. 

The birds made national headlines when they 
arrived at Dungeness RSPB reserve at the end 
of April and soon began building a nest. 

Although a nest was constructed by a pair in 
Suffolk in 2007, it was washed away during 
heavy rain, meaning that the Dungeness birds 
are the first recorded pair to have advanced so 
far with a breeding attempt in the UK. 

Such an event will certainly have attracted the 
attention of the counties tiny but determined 
band of egg-collectors, prompting the RSPB to 
establish a 24-hour guard on the birds. 

Reserve warden Pete Akers and assistant Phil 
Bereat co-ordinate volunteers and four species 
protection officers, who guard vulnerable birds of 
prey, to keep watch over the purple herons. 

Robert Jones is a species protection officer 
and has been largely responsible for 
marshalling the efforts of helpers. 

‘We’ve got a nucleus of about 20 volunteers,” 
he said. “Across the region, there are around 
300 people who can help.” 


The watch needs to be 24 hours and a shift 
rota has been set up, meaning that for some 
sleep has to be taken during the day so they can 
be on the reserve during the night.” 

Impressive though the efforts of the RSPB 
are, other factors such as the nearby presence of 
both a nuclear power station and an Army 
firing range have combined to make the purple 
herons of Dungeness just possibly the most 
heavily protected birds of all time. 

We’ve had great help from Kent Police, in 
particular PC Michael Laidlow, the 
environmental crime officer,” said Mr Jones. 

“And then there’s the Civil Nuclear 
Constabulary on site - we’ve got their phone 
number - and the Military of Defence Police, who 
know what’s going on and are in contact with us. 

“Both forces are always looking out for 
suspicious characters anyway, so we hope we’ll 
pick up anyone with bad intentions.” 

Although some egg-collectors are widely known, 
others are likely to be more obscure, so what are 
the tell-tale signs of a potential problem? 

Assistant warden Phil Bereat said: We’ve 
been alerted about some people, but our job is to 
act as a deterrent - any apprehension would be 
by the police. 

“As for detecting them on site, it’s looking for 
someone who shouldn’t be around - maybe if

someone isn’t known to other birdwatchers, 
that could be a sign. 

We’re about and about all the time - day and 
night - and between us we’re always in more 
than one place at a time.” 

Mr Bereat’s colleague Robert Jones believes 
he has felt unwanted eyes boring into his and 
others’ backs. 

We’ve had some suspicious characters and 
vehicles, especially at night. I think if anyone 
was going to do their reconnaissance, they’d 
have done it by now. 

“I’ve got a feeling they’ve already been 
watching us - they’re good at what they do. 

“Only the other night, a van was parked 
nearby from nine in the evening to almost three 
in the morning - I had a bad feeling about it 
and told the military police. 

“They spoke to the driver and didn’t like what 
he said or his attitude, so they moved him on. 

We can’t afford to drop our guard for a 
minute - that’s why the daytime watches are so 
important as they could hit when you least 
expect it.”

There will be no let-up in the watch even if, as 
hoped, the eggs did hatch over the weekend. 

“The young are fragile in the first few days 
and need to be brooded - we would hope the 
male would step up his feeding activities, while 
for the female it would be like incubation of the 
eggs but with breaks. 

“We’ll decide when to stand down the 
operation. Until then, the effort goes on.” 

In Europe, the purple heron is essentially a 
southern species, although closer to home there 
is a small population in The Netherlands.

PREPARE for the unexpected as 
Paul Merton and his Impro Chums 
make something out of nothing. 

Between them, they have a wealth of experi¬ 
ence in conjuring comedy from thin air, so 
Merton and his co-stars are adept at making 
audiences laugh purely through their own wit 
and invention.

It also fea¬ 
tures a first-class tennis academy, a 
beach club, and a multi-purpose 
sports court for children, with every¬ 
thing from volleyball to mini-foot¬ 
ball. 

The surrounding region is steeped 
in local history and culture. Taste 
the local vintage at a nearby winery 


and wine museum, or try your hand¬ 
iwork at workshops which turn out 
traditional Cypriot clay pots. 

Next up was Secret Valley Golf 
Club, a short drive from Aphrodite 
Hills, and a course within a colour¬ 
ful, picturesque valley. An ‘easier’ 
proposition than the previous day, 
but hardly one to be taken lightly. 

Although less glamorous than 
Aphrodite Hills, Secret Valley still 
had an air of grandeur, set in a nat¬ 
ural amphitheatre with the hills 
looming up to create a bowl. 

It felt the most ‘British’ of the 
three - and the rain we encountered 
made us feel decidedly British too. 

While we got drenched by the 
heavy downpour - rare in these 
parts, but welcome for the rain- 
starved country - this was Cyprus, 
so we were soon dry and the round 
was completed in bright sunshine. 

We then moved up the road to 
Paphos, a city festooned in history 


and an archaeology lover’s delight, 
whether it be the immaculately pre¬ 
served mosaics at the House of 
Dionysus near the popular harbour, 
or the World Heritage site of the 
Tombs of the Kings. 

Our final golfing destination was 
Minthis Hills near the village of 
Tsada, just 15km north-east of 
Paphos, another venue of breathtak¬ 
ing beauty. 

At an altitude of 550 metres above 
sea level and with meandering hills 
all around, Minthis provides a stun¬ 
ning vista of the Cypriot countryside 
and offers a challenging 18 holes. 

Enjoying the beautiful Cypriot 
sunshine and countryside was a 
delight in itself, but to do it while 
playing a round was pure heaven. 

If you’re seeking a new challenge, 
Cyprus is definitely the place to take 
your clubs to. 

And make it snappy before the 
secret’s out.

HAVING consistently lacked a tar¬ 
get-man throughout last season, 
Margate have moved to plug the 
gap by signing Allan Tait from 
Dartford.

- his first full campaign in charge at 
Hartsdown Park. 

However, Nick Barnes is one player not 
expected to stay with the club after failing to 
agree terms for a new contract.

I want another 
centre-forward and another midfielder now.”

Lawson apologised to fans for the team’s poor 
displays last season, but now insists things are 
coming together nicely at Southwood. 

“To be fair, it’s been one of the most pleasant 
post-seasons we’ve had for years,” he said. 
‘Virtually eveiyone’s signed up again and there 
are some new faces so we’re pleased with what 
we’ve got. There will always be one or two more 
before the season comes along. 

‘We’re very comfortable where we are. We’ve 
tried bringing in the big-money players and it 
hasn’t worked for us, so we’re going back to what 
we do best, developing young players. 

“It makes it more achievable because we’re not 
scrabbling around frying to beg, borrow and steal 
off all and sundry. We’ve got our limitations and 
we’ll stick to them.” 


Gate chief says no need to 
worry about taxing issues

MARGATE chairman Keith Piper has 
moved to reassure fans the club has no 
outstanding tax bills to be paid, despite 
the issue of a fresh petition by the Inland 
Revenue. 

Following a post on Margate’s unofficial 
fans forum on Friday, there were concerns 
the Blues may face a winding-up order but 
Piper moved quickly to clarify the situation. 

The Gate faced a winding-up order last 
summer for unpaid debts of £55,000, but 
this latest notice has been confirmed as the 
result of mis-communication within the 
Inland Revenue, meaning Margate can con¬ 
tinue planning for next season. 

A statement on the club website read: 
“The directors have been advised that the 
Inland Revenue has issued a fresh petition 
against the club for unpaid taxes. However, 
the directors can confirm the full and final 
payment of all past and current taxes to the 
Revenue on May 15, 2010. 

“It would appear the Revenue failed to 
notify their legal department of payment. 
The matter has now been passed to the 
club’s solicitors to resolve.” 

Margate manager Iain O’Connell has 
already moved to sign three new players 
since the end of last season, as well as offer¬ 
ing contracts to the majority of his existing 
squad, and Piper insisted the club’s finan¬ 
cial situation remained the same. 

He said: “Of course, it was a complete sur¬ 
prise and very disappointing. It was

brought to our attention through the web¬ 
site and the person who spotted it, being a 
shareholder, could have called the club and 
advised us of what they’d seen, but there 
you go. There is nothing at all to pay so the 
slate is totally clean.”

Shepherd sets sights 
on boosting earnings 
with run at UK Open 

KIRK Shepherd returns to the big stage 
tomorrow as he bids to put together a money¬ 
spinning run at the Rileys Darts Zones UK 
Open at Bolton’s Reebok Stadium. 

The 23-year-old will take to the main stage 
for his second-round clash with Adrian Gray, 
hoping to revive his flagging fortunes and 
embark on a run to the latter stages of the 
competition. 

It will be Shepherd’s first televised appear¬ 
ance since he lost 4-1 to Mark Webster in the 
third round of the World Championships in 
December. 

Despite his disappointing run of results 
this year, the Ramsgate-bom player has the 
ability to produce his best form on the big 
occasion, as he proved with a 4-1 win over 
former world champion John Part earlier this 
year at Alexandra Palace. 

Shepherd goes into tomorrow’s game 
ranked ten places below Gray, knowing he is 
a game away from potentially meeting one of 
the sport’s biggest names, with the top-32 
players entering at round three. 

He said: “I don’t think I’ve ever played him 
[Gray] so it’s a new challenge. I’m expecting a 
tough game because he’s roughly the same as 
me in the rankings. You’ve got to remember 
it’s only three years since he beat Phil Taylor 
on the telly.” 

With the tournament run on a random- 
draw basis, the UK Open may represent 
Shepherd’s best chance to climb back into the 
world’s top-32 if he can pocket significant 
prize money in Bolton. 

He must do better than a year ago, howev¬ 
er, having departed at the second-round stage 
after losing 6-3 to Bristol’s Steve Brown. 

Shepherd said: “It’s a horrible time to lose, 
just before the money because there’s good 
money to be won. It’s not nice when you’ve 
worked so hard to get there, so I’m deter¬ 
mined to go a few better this time.”
